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Recycling is 
suggested practice 

Neighborhood recycling centers may 
get a big boost in business if a proposed 
tax incentive for the use of recyclable 
materials wins approval in the Senate. The 
bill, which has already passed the As¬ 
sembly, would stimulate the recyclables 
market by giving secondary materials the 
same tax break that raw materials cur¬ 
rently have. 


Because of outdated depletion al¬ 
lowances, manufacturers are subsidized 
for using virgin materials rather than 
recyclable materials in production. As¬ 
sembly Bill 1109 “affords the same ben¬ 
efits to users of recyclables, thus Increas¬ 
ing their economic attractiveness to man¬ 
ufacturers. It is one step toward a so¬ 
lution to our state’s growing garbage prob¬ 
lem,” said the bill’s author. Assemblyman 
Bob Campbell (D-RIchmond). 

Said CAW executive director Bill 
Shireman, “For years, depletion allow¬ 
ances have given an unfair marketplace 
advantage to virgin supplies of metals, 
glass and other materials. AB 1109 coun¬ 
teracts these tax advantages with credits 
that give recyclables a better chance to 
gain a foothold in the marketplace.” 

AB 1109 is designed to put second¬ 
ary materials on an equal economic foot¬ 
ing with primary materials by establishing 
tax credits of 10-22% for manufacturers 
who purchase glass, paper, oil or plas¬ 
tics for recycling. The credit is set at 
levels to match federal depletion allow¬ 
ances on virgin materials. 

According to Campbell, if Assembly 
Bill 1109 passes, increased investment in 
secondary materials would: 

— Establish tax credits for manufac¬ 
turers who purchase paper, glass, plastics 
or motor oil for recycling. The credits 
would be 10% for paper, 15% for glass 
and 22% for oil and plastics; 

— Reduce waste statewide by an es¬ 
timated 400,000 tons per year, for a tax¬ 
payers’ saving of approximately $8 mil¬ 
lion; 

— Decrease dependence on raw ma¬ 
terials; 

— Create new jobs and stability in the 
secondary materials market; 

— Reduce energy consumption for man¬ 
ufacturers because production using re¬ 
cyclable materials is more energy efficient. 

The bill, which is projected to create 
1400 jobs, passed the Assembly with a 
68-1 vote on June 27, and the Senate 
Revenue and Taxation Committee by 5-1 
on July 17. It must now be heard before 
the Senate Appropriations Committee be¬ 
fore moving to the Senate floor.

New law protects against transit crimes 


A new law bill that 
increases to $250 the 
maximum fine for mis¬ 
demeanor crimes com¬ 
mitted on RTD buses 
and other public buses 
in California, becomes 
effective Jan. 1, 1986.

George Deuk- 
mejian, maximum fines 
will be raised from $50 
to $250 for the follow¬ 
ing crimes:

Photographing 
Halley’s Comet 

By Jeff Miedema 

In order to photograph Halley’s Comet, you 
will need to have a camera with a shutter than 
can be locked open. Most manual cameras have 
this setting marked “B.” When the camera shutter 
selector is set to “B,” the shutter will remain 
open for as long as you keep the shutter release 
button suppres.sed. 

This type of photography is called “timed 
exposure.” You are keeping the shutter open for 
a longer duration allowing more natural light to 
expose the negative. Some types of automatic ca¬ 
meras may also allow for timed exposure based 
on their light sensor. You should check your own¬ 
er’s guide to make sure. 

Place your camera on a sturdy tripod and 
use a cable release cord to minimize the vibra¬ 
tions. 

Depending on the speed of film that you use, ex 
posures of 10 seconds to 10 minutes or more will 
show the comet on fast color and black and white 
films. Because of the earth’s rotation, a considerable 
trailing of the comet and stars will occur with 
longer exposures. 

• The best way to ensure that you capture the 
desired photographs is to have a set plan of action 
before you start to shoot. 

• Consult your local camera store as to the correct 
exposure time for the speed film you are using. 

• Pick out a spot from which you want to 
photograph and make sure it is free of neon or 
tungston lighting, such as street lights, etc. 

• Once you begin to photograph, experiment with 
more than Just one duration time. If you use several 
different exposure lengths, you are more likely to 
have success than if all were shot at the same 
but inadequate exposure. 

Depending on your desired depth of field, you 
should use the lowest F/ number possible if you 
aren’t sure what depth of field means, then set your 
F/ number to the lowest number possible on your 
lens. Lenses with focal lengths of 28mm to 200m 
will work to show the comet depending on the field 
of view you want.
